BEATTY'S church was a frame building, later rough 
cast, on the west half of this lot. Before it was 
erected, services had been held in a log school house 
on the west half of lot 4, but when the school house 
was moved to the fifth line the church was built. The 
exact date of its erection is uncertain, but Mrs. 

Williem Maltby remembers the church as far back as 

1872, and it was probably built same years prior to 

that date, although it is not mentioned on the missiomry 
reports before 1885-1886, 


Methodist services, at least, were held in both 
school house and church, and apparently Church of 
England services also, although whether the latter 
were held in the church proper or merely in the 
school house which preceded it, is impossible to say. 


One account of this church says that because 
William Caldwell lived across the road from it and 
was a supporter, the church was called Caldwell's 
church. But Caldwell's was an early Presbyterian 
community, which suggests that Beatty's church was 
used by Presbyterians as well as Anglicans and 
Methodist, The most reasonable conclusion is that 
the actual union building was the school which later 
fell into disuse and was replaced by Beatty's Methodist, 
Caldwell's Presbyterian, and possibly, though not 
certainly, by Lougheed's Church of England. 


In view of the lack of any records of Beatty's 
church before the Methodist union of 1885, it is 
impossible to tell whether it was originally 
Wesleyan or Primitive, but the consensus of opinion 
seems to be that it was Wesleyan.

: The Methodist congregation at Macville was 
originally known as Newlove's, but when the first 
church was opened in 1842 it was known as the 

Wesleyan Church in MeDougall's neighbourhood on the 
4th concession of Albion. The land for this combined 
chureh and school was sold by John and Ann McDougall 
for $12.00 to a board of trustees consisting of Thomas 
Thompson of Tecumseh, William Roadhouse, Walter 
Taylor, William Hull, Sr., Fred Nixon, Thomas Anderson, 
William Sparrow, William Lindsay, William Henry, 
George Beatty, Edward Hill and John Raine, all of 

the township of Albion and is the quarter of an acre 
of the WS of this lot still used by the Macville 
church. 


According to Mrs. McDougall, old John McDougall 
had originally intended the land on which this 
building was erected for a Presbyterian, but his 
second wife had interceded and it was sold instead 
to the Methodists for a nominal price, 


During the forties and fifties McDougalls 
appeared regularly on the Albion circuit, and for a 
few years in the fifties on the Humber circuit. By 
1860 i’ was no longer known as McDougall's, but 
appears on the missionary reports as Macville. When 
the Albion circuit was divided it went with the 
western or Mono Road circuit. In 1890 it became 
a part of the new amalgamated circuit of Mono Road 
and Caledon Hast and when the circuit was divided 
again in 1898 it returned to the old Mono Road 
connection. : 


The members seem to have supported the church 
loyally, for in 1867 a new building was erected, 
Longbottom acting as bricklayer, Armstrong as 
stonemason and Elliott as carpenter, although a 
large part of the work was done voluntarily by 
members. A school room for the Sunday School was 
erected after the church was completed, the entire 
structure costing nearly $2,000.00. F

One of the early Primitive Methodist churches 
in Albion was the old Centreville meeting house in 
Squier's neighbourhood, originally known as Bethel. 
This vicinity was first opened up to Methodist work 
in 1853 and .1854 when the District Meeting of the 
Primitive Methodist Church had appointed two 
preachers to the Albion branch of the Etobicoke 
circuit. / 


Reve Joseph Simpson, determining to expand the 
work since more help was available, held a Field 
Meeting in Squier*s neighbourhood. Although this 
was a strongly Roman Catholic settlement about six 
hundred people attended and there were enough 
converts to form-a new congregation, William 
Squier granted one-half an acre of land for a chureh 
and burial ground in this lot, and the grantees 
were Isaac Wilson, George Steer, Simon Elliott, 
Robver Tyndal and games Squier. 


A frame church was erected and opened on 
26th November, 1854. ‘ 


In August, 1856, the station was again the site 
of one of the Field Meetings for the circuit and 
averaged six or seven meetings a month through the 
Pall. In 1858 the meetings were much less frequent. 


In the winter of 1860-1861 Bethel, probably 
because of its central location, was one of the 
four churches to have jubilée services. 


At the same time, Centreville Methodist Church 
never prospered financially, possibly because of the 
strong Roman Catholic element in the community. It 
was mentioned on the Albion missionary reports from 
1856 on, but as late as 1862 its contribution was the 
smallest on the eleven-station circuit. 


In the 186” missionary reports Miss Harrison and 
Miss Wilson were collectors, among the contributers 
being the Harrisons, FYarrs, Donaldsons, Virgins, 
‘Squiers, Rays, Fords, Spences and Wards. 


In 1875, when the Albion circuit was divided, the 
Centreville church went with Albion West or Caledon 
Hast as this subdivision came leter to be called. 


Rev. C. J. Dobson, who became pastor of the 
Caledon Bast circuit in 1881, remembers nothing of 
Bethel, which had evidently been transferred prior to 
thet date, and we next hear of it in 1897 when it 
was one of the nine appointments on the Mono Road 
circuit. In the division of the latter in 1898 it 
remained as one of the three churches on the Caledon 
Hast circuit, being finally closed in =
